Less than one week after Gov- 
ernor Cone kad vetoed the Ever- 
glades Fire Control Bill- approp- 
Tiayng $75,000 for firefighting in 
the 11 counties of Florida Ever- 
glades, the Florida ^ Legislature 
verrode the veto and made the 
bill a là . 
The action by the Stàte Senate 
came Friday night in a uramátic 
session. The bill had already gone 
through the House a second time 
and supporters of Governor Cone: 
had their last Simple opportunity 
to block Íts-passage. But the 
measure re-passed through the 
upper House, 31 to 0. 

Telegrams were sent to Sena- 
tors John Beacham, A. O. Kanner 
and Walter S.:Rose Thursday by 
Roscoe Braddock, chairman ef the 
executive committee for fire con- 
trol of South Florida -Chambers 
of Commeřce. The telegram read 

"It is earnestly requested you 
use every means at your command 
to have the Everglades. Fire Con. 
trol bill pass over the governor's 
veto. 

"With the veto.of this bill we 
are entirely. without fire protect- 
ion'for the State's greatest asset, 
with millions of losses certain in 
the next two years. The Federal 
góvernment will match — Florida's 
dollars in this work, so please 
spare no effort in an`effort-, to 
override the veto."
